The purpose of the proposed project is to develop digital geo-referenced hydrologic and hydraulic models
and floodplain maps for the Gilleland Creek Watershed for both existing and future land-use conditions As
development pressures increase Iin this area due to SH 130, updated models and maps become increasingly
critical The selected consultant will perform project professional engineering services in accordance with
the following (1) Federal Emergency Management Agency floodplain modeling and mapping spectfications
and guidelines, (2) the City of Austin Drainage Criteria Manual (DCM), (3) the Project Quality Assurance
Plan guidelines developed by the Oity’'s Watershed Protection and Development Review Department, and
(4) specific project requirements and technical guidelines provided in the procurement documents

The project services are to be conducted in two phases Phase 1, Data Collection, Surveying, and
Hydrelogic Model Development, and Phase 2, Hydraulhc Model Development, Floodplain Mapping, Letter of
Map Revision {(LOMR) Application, and Flood Hazard Reduction Analysis

The Gilleland Creek watershed 1s suburban in nature with approximately 64 4 square mites of drainage
area Elm and Decker Creek are tributanes to Gilleland Creek and are included in the proposed study area
The watershed 1s bordered roughly by the Celorado River on the south, IH-35 on the north, Walnut Creek
on the west, and Wilbarger Creek on the east The creek discharges into the Colorado River near Taylor
Lane

The effective floodplain insurance study and resulting map were completed by the U S Army Corps of
Engineers in 1993 Only hard copies of the models and floodplain maps are available to the City of Austin
Floodplain Office In the past few years, the City has experienced increasing fand development activities in
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the Gilleland basin and, as a result, many requests for more accurate digital floodplain models and maps
Land development activities in the Gilleland Creek watershed are anticipated to increase as State Highway
130 construction progresses

The requested approvals are approval of the selection of the recommended firm and funding approval in an
amount not to exceed $750,000 for the subject engineering services This request allows far the
development of a professional services agreement with the recommended firm Should the City be
unsuccessful in negotiating a satisfactory agreement with the recornmended firm, negotiations will cease
with that firm Staff will then return to Councit and request authorization to begin negotiations with the
alternate recommendation listed on the attached

Notification of 1ssuance of a Request for Qualifications (RFQ) for the subject services was sent to 248
firms on June 28, 2006 The RFQ was obtained by 38 firms, and eight firms submutted qualification
statements  None of the firms were certified MBE/WBE firms  Of the eight firms cvaluated, three firms
were short-histed and mterviewed  Interviewing the short-listed firms results in the following
